SLIM hip-lne is the s'ne qua 
non for the modern ideal of 
grace. This is as it should be, for 
suppleness and mobility of the hip 
region is an important factor in the 
development of both. health and 
beauty. For health, because rigidity 
in any part of the body leads to a 
diminution of its ability to perforin 
ffs particular function cffectively; 
for beauty, because the maintenance 
of suppleness helps to* dispel fat, 
and to avoid the ageing appenrance 
whieh thick hips entall. ; 
There are, however, a few simple 
rules of dict which, if allied to 
cxercise, can actleve the desired 
result, But the action must be two- 
fold, Diet and cxercise’ fs the 
answer.
